Several New War Vessels Are

Another flying squadron will be formed at 
Cadiz, with three torpedo vessels built by 
Spain and two destroyers recently handed 
over by English firms, and the torpedo boat 
Dona Maria Molina, whose trial trip was 
made at Ferrol this week. | 
For the present this second flying squad- 
ron and the fleet of Admiral Cervera will 
remain on the coasts of Spain.

The Queen Regent is very rich in her own 
right, having inherited a large share of the 
colossal fortune of her uncle, the @ld Arch- 
duke Albert, Generalissimo of the Austrian 
army, who, at the time of his death three 
years ago, was justly reputed the most 
wealthy man in all Europe. 

Despite all this there is a decided peace 
party. It is led by Moret, the Minister of 
Colonies, who stin implicitly believes 
autonomy will restore peace in Cuba. He 
and his followers admit that the United 
States has a legitimate interest in Cuban 
affairs, a right which has been acknowl- 
edged by numerous concessions to the Unit- 
ed States, and they claim that Weyler, De 
Lome, and Robledo are entirely discredited 
in Spain.

Shoneman Building in Dear- 
born Street Is Destroyed. | 


NO LOSS OF LIFE OCCURS. 


Excitement Among. Occupants 


and Deeds of Heroism. 


TEST OF TWO SKYSCRAPERS, 
Old Colony and Manhattan Pass a 
Fierce Ordeal. | 


TOTAL DAMAGE PUT AT $200,000. 


No hundred occupants of the Shoneman 


Bullding, 301 and 305 Dearborn street and 
41 to & Plymouth place, narrowly escaped 
with their lives yesterday noon, and the 5,000 
tenants and employés of the two big sky- 
scrapers, the Old Colony and the Manhattan 
Buildings, on each side of the Shoneman 
Block, were thrown into excitement as a 
result of a spectacular fire which did over 
$200,000 damage. Though there were 3 
escapes and heroic rescues no lives were lost. 
For four hours thousands of people 
watched the flames and cheered the firemen 
as they battled to save the two big office 
buildings. The Shoneman Building is a 
total loss, only a portion of the east wall 
now standing, and some damage was sus- 
tained by the Manhattan Building as a re- 
sult of the intense heat. The Old Catony 
Building was but slightly injufed, though 
some of the tenants suffered considerable 
. The Caxton,

The Shoneman was not heavily insured 
being covered for but $31,000. It was valued 
as an asset of the W. D. Stien estate at $50,- 
poo, and, while an old structure, was well 
built and regarded as substantial as the 
majority of the more modern buildings. A 
dozen tenants carried no insurance, and it 
is estimated that fully $100,000 damage was 
sustained above that covered by insurance. 

The damage sustained by the occupants 
of the Old Colony and Manhattan Buildings 
will be small, except in the case of the offices 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
‘railway company, on the tenth and eleventh 
floors of the Old Colony. The heat, water, 
and smoke, together with the excitement 
incident of the first half hour of the fire, re- 
sulted in a hopeless mixing of the company's 
records in the freight claim and audi 
departments, and it is feared that some 0 
the Te€erds have been lost. 

Discovery of the Fire. | 

‘Shortly after 12:30 o’clock flames were dis- 
covered issuing from the second-story win- 
dows of the Shoneman Building. Twenty- 
four engines were soon at work, and the

before, ‘The most plausible theory of the 
flre's origin is that a can of gasoline ex- 


ploded in the shops of the Ray Oil com- 
pany, on the second floor, and this theory is 


in a measure borne out by the fact that sev- 


eral persons declare they saw a can of burn- 


ing.oil thrown through the windows of the 
Ray shop just before the flames burst out. 


The employés of the shop, however, say 


the fire did not originate there. Every ten- 
ant on the second floor declares that the 


‘fire originated in some other shop, and the 


police have been unable accurately to place 


the blame. An investigation has been begun, 
and by this afternoon it is expected to learn 
the cause definitely. | 


Had all the usual occupants of the Shone- 
man Building been at work, it is probable | 


many would have found themselves in the 
same predicament as the hapless tenants of 
the Ayer Building, who suc: eeded in reach- 
ing the fire escape only to find that it was 
a skeleton of red hot iron. The fire escapes 
in Moth cases consisted of a narrow iron 
platform at a window on each floor and an 
iron ladder close to the window and scarcely 
twelve inches from the wall, where the 
flames made it red het in an instant after 
they broke through the window. Luckily, 
most of the tenants of the Shoneman Build- 
ing had an opportunity to get down the tron 
ladder before the flames got at it. Under 
the building ordinance now before the Coun- 
cil there is a requirement that the fire es- 
cape lad shall be put far enough away 
from the window to prevent its heating 
even after the flames break through the win- 
.dows, and the distance from the wall also 
is specified by the ordinance. [ 


Excitment Among Employes. 

The flames had been dis: overed several 
minutes before most of the occupants of the 
building knew thatit wasafire. Several cit- 
wens rushed into the halls and started the 
cry of Fire,“ and the alarm was quickly 
taken up by the girls and men on the upper 
fioors. The smell of smoke and the sound of 
roaring flames soon added to the cries of the 
occupants, and great excitement resulted. 
The halls were narrow, as were the stair- 
ways, and the girls were uncertain where to 


turn. They rushed down pell mel! in the 


elevator and by the stairs until at the third 
floor, where they encountered the smoke. 
They then turned back, hearing the cry of 
people from the street, Go up to the roof.“ 
They reached the roof easily by what is 
known as “ the double manhole,” and there 
willing hands helped them through the north 
windows of the Manhattan Building's eighth 
floor. For about ten minutes the roof of the 
doomed building was crowded with excited 
employés, but by the time the fire depart- 
ment reached the scene every one had 
reached safety. 

Among the last to leave the burning 
structure were five young women employed 
in the Formby & Winder company on the 
Sixth floor. When the smoke alarmed them 


‘they followed the lead of Miss Beatrice | 


‘Thompson, 42 Evergreen avenue, and gained 
the roof. By that time clouds of smoke 
there confused their sight, and they groped 
their way to the side of the Manhattan Build- 
ing, where a.score of men and boys were 
still struggling to gain admittance through 
the windows. This was after the greater 
number had reached safety. It was a steep 
climb, and one of the boys hurled a billet of 
Wood through the glass window and scram- 
bled up the side of the wall to a place of 
Safety within the casement. Here he was 
met by W. D. Hudson, an employé of the 
Niagara Firs Insurance company, and to- 
ther they warned back the men who were 
hting for the first admittance to the win- 
dow, regardless of the helpless women wh

After considerable difficulty the men were 
Persuaded to stand aside and the women 
were lifted half fainting into the windows. 
Hardly had they gained admittance before 
Charies Winder appeared through the 
smoke, bearing his 5-year-old ld, which.

and the father followed just in time to escape 
the flames that surged through the roof. 
Qaly one person in the building took the 
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risk of jumping and he was certain of the 
spot on which he would alight before he 
let go. Henry Tickert, son of the manager 
of the Leecoll Storage Battery company, 
clambered out on a window ledge of the sec- 
ond floor and jumped into a great pile of 
earth cast up by the street pavers, from 
which he scrambled unharmed. 

The bindery girls and printers crowded 
around the burning structure, some of them 


lamenting the loss of coats or hats, and re- 


fused to leave until a large section of the 
decorative cornice work fell into the street 
with a roar like the crash of artillery. Then 
the girls sought safety in retreat. 
A messenger boy, who had visited one of 
the upper floors with a telegram, was cut 
off from the stairway, and he pluckily 
climbed from a window to the fire escape, 
and, amid the cheers of the crowds, nimbly 
descended the rungs to the second floor, 
where he lowered himself to the water pipe 
just below and slid safely to the walk. 

The innumerable wires that stretched in 
an intricate maze from building to building 
proved a great menace te the firemen and 
spectators, and when the walls of the struct- 
ure fell clusters of these live wires clattered 
to the streets below, hissing and spluttering. 
A large corps of telephone and telegraph

„Jimmie Baumbrook a Hero. 


„Jimmie Baumbrook, 249 Thirty-third 
street, was looked on as one of the heroes 
of the fire. He was the elevator boy in the 
Shoneman Building. When the fire broke 
out he ran his car to the top floor, loaded 


scended, only to make a second trip. At 
the top floor on the second trip the ma- 
chinery in the basement gave out and the 
lad could not move the car, which was 
freighted with people. Shouts and cries 
to the engineer were in vain and the pas- 
sengers fled through the opening to the 
roof, while the boy remained with the car 
until tiny tongues of flame were creeping 
up the shaft and curling about the car. 
Then, unable to remain longer, he groped 
his way to the roof and escaped into the 
windows of the Manhattan Building. 
Tenants and clerks in the Old Colony 
Building, with the mémory of the Wabash 
avenue horror fresh in their minds, when 
the first alarm of fire was given made a rush 
for the stairs andelevators. The smoke 
from the burning building poured in at the 
south end of the big skyscraper, and the 
tenants thought it was on fire. The case- 
ments of the windows caught fire, 
and Chief Swenie sent men up with hose 
both by way of the stairs and the fire escape 
outside the building. Elevator Starter Wal- 
ter E. Pratt, however, kept his men 
steadily at work and had them run their 
elevators until long after there was any sign 


of danger. | 
The fire had hardly started to creep 
through the roof, of the burning building 
when Pratt sent a force of eight men to the 
ninth floor to close the iron shutters. The 
employés of the Chi Milwaukee ard 
St. Paul on the floors above were already at 
work trying to close theirs, but they only 
succeeded in getting a dozen or so shut when 
flames drove them back. | 
The heat was too intense to allow them to 
lean out and draw back the heavy shutters. 
Fire extinguishers were used here, but they 
proved to be in bad condition, and at the 
request of the elevator starter Chief Swenie 
ordere. a hose to play on the flames. 


Scatter Railroad Papers. 
In the offices of the Freight Auditor of the

Dous- 
man, the Freight Auditor, ordered his men 
to take the vouchers and tracers to a place 
of safety. The men worked like beavers, 
and by the time the insurance patrol men 
had came up with their tarpaulins they had 
taken the greater part of the papers to the 
north end.

Test of Skyscraper Walls. 
The fire was a fair test of the value of 
the fire walls of the modern steel frame 
“ skyscrapers '’—perhaps the best, test they 
have had thus far. The result in the case 
of the Old Colony Building is given in the 


following statement from the architects, 
| Holabird & Roche: 


We have made a careful examination of the 
Old Colony Bullding since the fire in the adjoining 
building to the south. None of the walls or sup- 
ports of the bullding is injured in the slightest. 
On the exterior the damage is confined to two 
terra cotta lintle coverings, several window sills, 
and plate glass. 

Some of the window frames and sash are burned, 
and recalcimining is needed in a few of the offices. 
The supporting steel columns in the south wall 
were not only pr by a heavy brick wall 
but were separately fireproofed by hollow tile. 
This no doubt explains tne lack of any damage 
from the intense heat. There are many windows 
through the south wall and where the shutters 
could be closed in time no damage resulted. a 

The Manhattan Building is reported to 
have received a strain as a result of the 


falling of the walls of the Shoneman Build- 
ing. The latter was anchored to the Man- 


hattan, and when the walls fell the wrench 
was felt throughout the structure. Architect 


J. K. Pond was called by Owner George II. 


Holt to estimate the damage, but was un- 
able to do so, owing to the heat and smoke. 
Marshal Towsand of the Ninth Battalion 
stated that there was no danger to the big 
building, and that as soon as the heat had 
off the crack in the wall above the 
fifth story would close. | 
Both surface and elevated roads suffered 
serious inconvenience for a while during the 
fire. The trains on the L' loop did not 
stop fer almost two hours at the Van Buren 
and Dearborn street station. The Blue 
Island and Halsted street cable cars were 
tied up soon after the fire began. The 
Van Buren street trolley cars were stopped 
until wagons from the car barns arrived 
with bridges to lay over the hose. The 
Dearborn street trolley line was tied up un- 
til late in the afternoon.

Peterson's body, terribly burned, lay under 
a heavy beam near the front of the north 
wail.

He was 27 
years old and lived with his parents, whose 
sole support he was, at 6036 Carpenter street. 


Found in the Ruins. 

Arms’ body, wedged between a safe and a 
piano, was found lying almost directly un- 
der the spot where his office desk was placed 
on the seventh floor. Herbert Arms, a son, 
identified portions of a gold watch and a 
gold chain which were found néar the body 
as the property of his father. The face was 
unrecognizable. The watch was claimed 
also by Mathias Roeder, an Olmsted em- 
ployé, who sald it dropped from his pocket 
as he ran. 

Evidence that another name may yet be 
added to the death list was found in the 
shape of a jewelry traveling salesman's 
notebook. Another discovery was a red 
silk lined woman's black cloth jacket, not 
much harmed by the fire. A gold watch and 
a bunch of keys were identified by Albert

Yerkes Asks the City Council 


for Fifty-Year Franchise. 


ROUTE OF PROPOSED LINE. 


Offers No Compensation for the 
Use of City Streets. 


PETITION IN A COMMITTEE. 


The North Side Blectric company, one of 
Mr. Yerkes’ ventures, made an announce- 


ment to the City Council at its meeting last 


evening of the route it has selected for its 
“depo loop.“ It came in the form of a 
petition for an ordinance for the right to ly 


tracks on certain streets, and the route se- 


lected is as fol'ows: 

In Market street, from Washington to Monroe; 
Monroe from Market to Fifth — Fifth ave- 
nue from Monroe to Twelfth street; Twelfth 
from Fifth to Indiana avenue; in the alley between 
Wabash avenue and State. street from Twelfth 
street to Peck court; Peck court from the alley 
mentioned to State street; State street from Peck 
— to Polk street; Polk from State to Dearborn 


At Dearborn and Polk streets a connec- 
tion is made with the present Dearborn 
street line, which, it is proposed, shall con- 
nect with the-southern terminus of a 
projected North Side line at Kinzie and 
Dearborn. avenue, and which now runs to 
the Northwestern Station. In order to 
reach the Union Depot franchises are asked 
for on the West Side, as follows: 
In Canal street from Adams to W 7 
Washington from Canal, over the bridge, to 
ket street. . 0 
In addition to this loop the following ‘n» 
terceptipg lines are asked for: | 

In Polk street from -Dearborn street to Fifth ave- 
nye; in Plymouth piace from Twelfth to Van 
Buren street. 

The petition went to the joint Committee 
on Streets and Alleys South and West. 


The ordinance is expected to make its ap- 


pearance in the Council soon. It will ask for 
a fifty-year franchise and there will be no 
mention of any compensation to the city. 
It will provide for any motive power except 
steam. * 


Worth Side Ordinance in Committee. 


The ordinance for the northern part of the 
line is already in committee. It asks for a 
franchise from Dearborn avenue and Kin- 
zie street, along Dearborn avenue to In- 
diana street, Indiana to Rush, in Rush to 
Ohio, in Ohio to St. Clair, and in St. Clair 
to Pearson street. 8 

Alderman Kimbell sent in an ordinance, 
which went to the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys West, authorizing the Chicago Elec- 


tric Transit company to construct a trolley 


line in Kedzie from Elston to Lawrence ave- 
nue. The franchise is for fifty years, and 
there is no mention of compensation. 

The Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific rail- 
way gave notice of its acceptance of its 
amended track elevation ordinance, pro- 
viding for additional subways. 

Corporation Counsel Thornton informed 
the Council it had no right to order the 
Pennsylvania tracks in Stewart avenue 
taken up, as the issue recently decided in 
the Supreme Court was only a question of 
pleading, and did not go into the merits of 
the case. 

Alderman Portman introduced the antici- 
pated ordinance, giving the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul road the fight to change 
the motive power on its Evanston division 
from steam to electricity.

Mayor Opposed to Barmaids. 


Alderman Barry, at the Mayor’s request, 
put in three amendments to the license 
ordinance. One provides that no woman 
shall sell liquor in a saloon unless she 18 
the wife or some relative of the owner, living 


in his family. It is aimed at barmaids and 


waiter girls in saloons. Another requires 
outside breweries selling beer in Chicago to 
pay the same. license as the local brewerles 
and classes those making weiss beer and 
porter with those which turn out lager. 


The third amendment makes the tax on a 


beer peddler and bottler stand against his 
place of business and not against the wagons 
he may use. All went to a committee. 
Alderman Martin provoked a discussion 
by asking the Council to pass an order com- 
pelling the Chicago and Alton road to stop 
all of its trains 100 feet before they reach 
the crossings at Thirty-fifth, Main, and 
Halsted streets, and not to proceed with- 
out a flagman’s signal.

said the person’s name was Julia A. Clerc. 
This fact was admitted yesterday by As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Carey, who had 
been investigating the reasons for the un- 
usual delay in burying the corpse. 

- Miss Clerc was 23 years old when she died 
of peritonitis at the Chicago Baptist Hos- 
pital, 3410 Rhodes avenue. She was at the 
hospital one month. When Attorney Carey 
first applied to the Health department for 
information on the subject he was told to 
wait until the department could communi- 
cate with Boydston Brothers, undertakers, 
He regarded this as a peculia? proceeding, 
as a return should have been made on the 
burial permit issued more than elghtcen 
months ago. Nothing concerning the previ- 
ous career of the woman could be learned. 
When the Chicago Baptist Hospital was 
asked for these details there was prompt re- 


fusal. 

The law provides a penalty for undertakers 
who withhold bodies of persons not claimed 
for burial by their relatives and friends. 
It does not appear that, Boydston Brothers 
did this, but Attorney Carey thinks they 
were guilty, perhaps, of a violation of the 
eity ordinance regulating the handling of 
corpses.

Its armament 
consists of 34 guns, ranging from 10-inch 
breechioaders to small caliber rapid-firing 
guns. The Varese, the Garibaidi’s twin ves- 
sel, has been bought by the Argentine Re- 
public.

Tun stocks of grain in Chicago elevators 
last Saturday evening were 9,489,000 bush- 
els of wheat, 24,960,000 bushels of corn, 
1,626,000 bushels of oats, 1,111,000 bushels of 
rye, and 453,000 bushels of barley. Total, 
87,646,000 bushels of all kinds of grain, 
against 90,622,000 bushels a year ago. For

Board of Trade states the visible supply of

THE RESPONSIBILITY OF CONGRESS. 

The constitution vests in Congress the 
power to declare war. ‘The framers of 
that instrument did not deem it wise to 
put it in the power of some ambitious 
man who might occupy the Presidential 
chair to seek to gain glory for himselt 
by plunging the country into war.

Tories, declares war, it will be the duty of 
the President, as “Commander-in-Chief of 
the army and navy of the United States,” 
to wage war against the public enemy. 
But Congress, which holds the purse, must 
war. 
The responsibility of Congress does not 
end when the President has been ordered 
to use the American army and navy for 
the purpose of punishing Spain for its. 
manifold offenses. It must provide money. 
It must put the revenues of the country 
on a war footing. They are not on a re 
spectable peace footing now. 
It will not take weeks or even days to 
devise the means of supplying the Presi- 
dent with the additional revenue he must 
have in the event of war. An adjust- 
ment of the alcohol taxes, so that the al- 
cohol in beer may pay more than the mere 
trifle it does now, will put 35 millions 
into the Treasury ‘annually. A tax of 
only 3 cents on each of the 806 million 
pounds of coffee imported last year will 
produce nearly 25 millions. A duty of 10 
cents a pound on tea will bring in 10 mil- 
lions. | 
There are three items and 70 millions 
of revenue. After the brief war is over 
the proceeds of those duties and taxes 
will form a sinking fund which will ex- 
tinguish speedily any indebtedness which 
may be contracted on account of the war. 
For if Congress authorizes the borrow- 
ing of money. it must provide for repay- 
ment. That leads up to the question: In what 
kind of money are loans which may be 
made on account of a Spanish war to be 
repaid? If any money is borrowed it will 
be gold value money. Are the lenders to 
be repaid in gold value dollars or 40-cent 
free silver dollars? The responsibility 
rests on Congress to leave no uncertainty on 
that point. 
Everybody knows where the Republicans 
stand.

Washington, D. C., March 21.—The House 
today unanimously passed the bill for the re- 
lief of the survivors and victims of the 
Maine disaster.

There was a, spirited debate over an 
amendment suggested by Mr. Cannon to 
give the survivors each a year’s, pay out 
of hapd, instead of attempting to reim- 
burse them for actual losses. Some old 
alleged scandals in connection with the re- 
imbursement of the survivors of the Sa- 
moan disaster were raked up, but the de- 
bate in the end was saved from a rather sor- 
did tone by a beautiful tribute paid to the 
gallant dead by Mr. Cousins of Iowa in a 
short but eloquent speech. He aroused the 
‘galleries to spontaneous applause, 
The blind chaplain in his invocation 
prayed that the members might meet with 
patience the problems of the week and dis- 
pose of them to the highest and best inter- 
esis of all concerned. 
Immediately after the reading of the jour- 
nal the Speaker recognized Mr. Boutelle 
[Rep., Me. J, chairman of the Committee 
on Naval Affairs, who called up the bill for 
the relief of the survivors and victims of 
the Maine disaster. 
The bill was read by sections for amend- 
ment and several minor committee amend- 
ments were agreed to. 
Mr. Cannon, chairman of the Committee 
on Appropriations, offered an amendment 
to allow the surviving officers and men 
‘twelve months’ sea pay without rations in 
full compensation for losses sustained by 
hem. This provision, he thought prefera- 
le to one to indemnify them for the losses 
sustained, limited in amount to twelve 
months’ sea pay. He called attention to the 
fact that in the case of the Samoan disas- 
ter the compensation in each case wag’ 
about the maximum. He thought a pro- 
vision for compensation for actual losses 
might lead some of the survivors into the 
temptation of magnifying their claims. 
There would also be the advantage in vot- 
ing directly a year’s sea pay that it would 
obviate: delay and the mediation of claims 
attorneys. While Congress was doing this

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY'S LETTER. 


[Conyright, 1898, by the Marquise de Foatenov. } 

Emperor Wiliam has brought down a per- 
fect hornet’s nest about his ears.in the 
shape of protests from all the leading 
scientists and professors of every degree, 
not only in Berlin, but from every corner 
of the Kingdom of Prussia, by the announce- 
ment of his scheme to remove both the 
University of Berlin and. the National 
Library from their present site, and to 
transfer them, along with all other scien- 
tific institutions of the metropolis, to the 
Gistant suburb of Charlottenburg. 

The object of the Emperor in proposing 
this transfer is to convert both the uni- 
versity. building and the National Library 
Into palaces for the use of his sons. 

The buildings in question being in the im- 
médiate vicinity cf the Royal Castle would, 
be admirably adapted for the purpose, and 
as a matter of fact if this project is nat 
put into execution some other still more 
costly step will have to be taken to provide 
the six royal lads with suitable residences 
in the capital, since there are no palaces 
now available for the purpose. And the 
Crown Prince, as well as the younger 
brother Eitel, are, it must be remembered; 
rapidly growing on to manhood, and wigh- 
in two or three years of the 8 en 
it will be necessary to provide them with 
establishments of their own. 

On the other hand, it cannot be denied 
that the removal of the university, which 
as an educational establishment ranks sec- 
ond to none in Germany, and which con- 
tains in its left wing the Museum of Nat- 
ural History and in its right wing the 
finest ahatomical museum of Europe, would 
prove a source of no end of inconvenience 
to the scientific and scholastic world, 
Charlottenburg being at almost an hour's 
distance from the present site.

submit to restraint and precautions of one 
kind and another, which he has hitherto 
never thought of. 

The trouble with the European aristocracy 
is that they trust servants blindly as soon 
as they engage them, often finding too late 
the extent to which they have been be-!

WHEAT MARKET REACTS. 


PART. OF AN ADVANCE ON COLD 
WEATHER FORECAST IS LOST. 


July Business Attracts More Attention 
Letter Is Credited with Heavy Pur- 

- eghases—St. Louis Operators Are Free 
Sellers—Provisions Wait on Wheat 
and Political Developments—Cover- 
ing by Shorts Gives Tone to Corn 
and Oats.

In view of the earlier strength and activity 
12 Wheat market yesterday came to a 
rather inglorious end: Without any par- 
1 reason except uncertainty, regarding 
the Washington situation the price of the 
July delivery was marked down e.

Ide. The speculative trade of the day was 
perhaps not particularly heavy in volume, 
but it was concentrated and at times de- 
cidedly showy.

Waiting Market in Provisions. 


The provision market is inclined to he dull, 
with operators waiting for developments in 
wheat and at Washington.

Prices a0 Off on Heavy Receipts, oed 
Waiting for Still Further Declines. 


Potatoes are demoralized and prices are on the 
decline. Yesterday's drop was 2c per bu on all the 
grades.

Many of Them Are to Rank as 
Patrolmen Hereafter.

By a general order issued by Chief of Po- 
lice Kipley at 11 o’clock last night every 
member of the Police department with the 
exception of the four Inspectors, Assistant 

Superintendent, the Lieutenants, 
and members of the Detective bureau were 
placed under the protection of the civil 
service law. 
The order dealt only with patrol and desk 
sergeants. The civil service order was pre- 
ceded by one which reduced to the rank of 
patrolman every patrol and desk sergeant 
in the city, with the exception of two or 
three who have been in the department 
nearly twenty years, and who will be al- 
ae to put in their twenty years as ser- 


gean 

The civil service order filled all the vacan- 
cies made by the first order and fhe names 
were taken from the list certified to by the 
Civil Service commission. Many of ‘the 
old-time sergeants who failed to take the 
examination are reduced to the rank of pas 
trolmen. 
Some of these are eligible for retirement on 
sergeant’s pay and may avail themselves 
of the privilege. Altogether there were 
eighty-eight patrol and desk sergeants who 
had neglected to take the examination and 
consequently are reduced in rank. 
The men who must suffer by the order say 
they were misled by being told they need not 
take an examination for the rank they 
already held. 
Among those who met with favor in the 
Chief's eyes were ex-Captain Matt Homer, 
ex-Captain Walter M. Jenkins, ex-Captain 
John E. Ptacek, and ex-Lieutenant Morgan 
Collins, all of whom were made Sergeants.
